In a body the National Editorial As­ 
sociation visited President Dias at his 
palace, a sketch of the structure wo 
give herewith. 
It covers nearly one 
side of the plaza, a wide street being 
between the park and the palace. You 
pass through an arch carriage drive 
into a court enclosed by the building. 
From this you pas.-, up broad stairs of 
marble steps to the rooms of state oc­ 
cupied by the President of the llepub- 
lic. 
The room where the President re­ 
ceived was elegantly furnished and the 
walls covered with beautiful satin tap- 
istry. 
In a hall 
through which we 
passed to the reception parlor was toe 
thrones of Maximilian and Iturbide, the 
unfortunate Emperors. 
This long sort 
of a reception room is decorated with 
paintings of battles and portraits of 
Mexican General* and Statesmen. 
At 
the ends are respectively the thrones 
of ex-emperors Iturbide and Maximil­ 
ian; simply large chairs upon a plat­ 
form, a couple of feet high, decorated 
beautifully in gold, velvet and satin, 
The President is a plain man with the 
evident stamp of good common sense, 
and is credited with much ability as a 
statesman, 
He was taken from the 
peon class and educated by a priest, 
and is said to be about one quarter In­ 
dian; though we heard that he claims 
to be of the pure Aztec blood. 
He received the editors cordially and 
was exceedingly complimentary in his 
9hort speech in Span sh, which was in­ 
terpreted by an official. 
He welcomed 
the members of the National Editorial 
Association of the United States to the 
Capital, and facetiously remarked that 
he had faced canons and volleys of 
musketry, but flinched when confront­ 
ed with such an array of literary talent 
from the great American Republic. 
It can be said of President Dias, 
without 
Mattery, 
that 
uo 
man 
of ordinary ability could rule such a 
nation who did not possess statesm an­ 
ship: and the manner in which he has 
conducted affairs of state has evident­ 
ly indicated his ability to govern. The 
reader who reads current events of 
twenty years ago will remember that a 
revolution in Mexico was as common 
as bull lights, and that that republic 
enjoyed the festive occasion of inaugu­ 
rating three or four Presidents in a 
year. 
Now one President has lasted 
twenty years. Not Democratic did you 
say.' Perhaps not. 
But it is business 
among this people. 
Dias has brought 
peace out of chaos. 
Up to the time he 
took the reins,during the space of fiffcy- 
nine years that unhappy land enjoyed 
the doubtful luxury of over fifty rulers; 
Emperors, Presidents and Dictators. 
Dias brought law and order out of bri­ 
gandage and rebellions. He rules with 
an iron hand, but that seems to be nec­ 
essary. 
It is said that the traveler is 
as safe from train robbers and brig­ 
andage in Mexico as in any country od 
the globe. 
Still we were warned not 
to appear on the streets at night unac­ 
companied, as several tourists were 
held up in the depot of the Mexican 
Central the week before our arrival. 
The railroads and telegraphs 
that 
have been built by foreign capital, 
principally of the United States, have 
aided Dias in preventing revolutions. 
Rebels are now suppressed and not 
given weeki in which to drill and pre­ 
pare for revolt, in towns distant from 
the ( apital. 
The city has nearly four hundred 
thousand inhabitants. 
There are of 
the twelve million in the count ry about 
live million natives, five million half- 
breeds and the balance pure < astilians. 


who have passed in and out for centu­ 
ries to worship at the gorgeous shrine 
of the interior. 
At nearly all times of 
the day there are many there in sol­ 
emn devotion and the priests in gor­ 
geous robes are most of the day in the 
chancels. This magnificent edifice was 
erected over three hundred and seven­ 
ty years ago and stands with a front­ 
age of nearly four hundred feet on the 
very site where st(K>d the temple of 
Montezuma. 
It faces the Alemeda 
plaza.

The Oiieago of nearly 75 years ago 
lid not present an invitin# appearance. 
The party of Keating and Lang left 
Fort Wayne in May to discover the 
source of the St. Peter’« river. 
The ap­ 
proach to Chicago is thus described in 
the account published in 1825: 
“ We were near the southern extremity 
of tin* lake. The view toward the north 
was boundless, the eve meeting nothing 
hut tin* vast expanse of water which 
spread like a sea, its surface at that 
time as calm and unruffled as though it 
were a sheet of ice. 
‘Our path led uh over the scene of the 
hid sly massacre which occurred in 1812, 
when the garrison of Chicago was de­ 
stroyed by the Pottawatomie« . No traces 
are now to be seen of the massacre. 
“ <)n tin* afternoon of J une 5 w e reach­ 
ed Fort Dearborn (Chicago), Fort Dear­ 
born is on the south hank, near the 
mouth of the Chicago river. The post.at 
Chicago was abandoned a few months 
after tin* party visited it. 
Its esta blish­ 
ment had been found necessary to intim i­ 
date the 
powerful trilx-s of Indians 
which still inhabit this part of theeoun 
try. 
“ We were much disappointed at the 
ippeuranee of Chicago and its vicinity. 
We found in it nothing to justify the 
great eulogium lavished ujkui it by Mr. 
Schoolcraft, a late traveler. 
“ The b e s t comment upon his descrip 
tion of tho clim a te and the soil is tin* 
fact that, with the most active vigilance 
on the part of flu* officers, it was imp« « 
sihle for the garrison, consisting of 70 
to 00 men, to subsist on the grain raised 
in t he country. 
“ The appearance of tho country near 
Chicago offers hut few features. 
Then* 
is too much uniformity in the scenery. 
Tho extensive water p ro sp ect is a waste 
uueh« *eker<*<1 by islands and unenlivened 
by spreading canvas. 
“ The village presents no thrilling 
p ro sp ects, us notwithstanding its antiq 
uity 
it consists of hut lew lints, inhab­ 
ite d by a miserable race of men, scarcely 
equal to the Indians, from whom they 
ire descended. Their log or hark houses 
ire low, lilthy and disgusting, displa y­ 
ing not the least trace of comfort. 
“ Chicago is jM'rhaps one of the oldest 
settlements in tho Indian country. 
Its 
name, derived from the Pottawatomie 
language, signifies 
either ‘skunk’ oi 
‘wild onion. ’ 
M otion i*. made of the 
place as having been visited in 1071 by 
Perot, who found ‘Chicgou’ to he the 
residence of a powerful chief of the 
M lamis. 
“ As a place of business it offers nr 
inducement to the settler, for tin* whole 
annual amount of trade on tho lake did 
not exceed tin* cargoes of live schooners, 
even when tho garrison received its sup» 
plies from Mackinaw. 
“ It is not impossible that at some dis 
taut day, when tie* hanks of the Illinois 
shaP have lx*« *u covered with a dense 
population and when the low prairies 
which extend between that river and 
Fort Wayne shall have acquired a popu­ 
lation proport innate to the produce which 
they can yield, Chicago may lx*com« i one 
of tlu^ {mints in dir« H*t communication 
b« » tween the northern lakes and the Mis­ 
sissippi. 
“ The Indians were chiefly Pottawato­ 
mie« , hut intermixed with Ottowa sa nd 
ChipjH'was. 
Among 
many 
«“barges 
against these Indians tlier« 1* is none lucre 
horrible than tin* charge of cannibalism. 
This has been deni« *« !, but it has b« *en 
acknowledged by tin* Indians themselves, 
and it has b<*en uniformly udmitt« *d 
by the iiiterpretiu s and traders who hav e 
long msided with them. 
“ It is a common sup« *rstition with 
them that he that tastes of th<* Ixxly of 
a brave man acquires a part of his valor, 
and if he can cat of his heart, which by 
them is considered as the seat of a ll 
courage, th« * share of bravery which ar- 
rives from it is still greater. 
“ Captain Wells is still mentioned as 
the bravest white man with whom they 
ever met. lie had almost lxx-ome one of 
their number and had united him self to 
a dese« *udant of Little Turtle. 
“ At the commeucemeut of hostilities 
between the British and Americans he 
sid« *d with his own countrymen, while 
the Indians of this vicinity a ll passe« ! 
int« > the British service. 
Wells was 
killed. 
After the action his Ixxly was 
divided, and his h« *art was shared, as Ik» 
mg flu* most certain sp« ‘ll for courage,

“ How did he take the gentle weed? 
At his feet was a box of w hite da y pi)*-. 
Filling one <>f then« *, he smoked until it 
was «‘inpty, broke it in twain and tlirew 
th« * fragment.-, into a l*« x prepar« *d for 
their m*« *pti« >u. 
’Then he t« x>k another 
pi)** from its straw or w« xxleu inelo- 
sure, fill« *d it and destroyedit, as before.

T r a n sfe r rin g I’icto rea , 
Prints (>r lithographs may lie trans­ 
ferred to glass by a very simple process. 
The glass G cleaned with alcohol and a 
polisher, then coated with fine « laminar 
varnish, ¡aid on very evenly. It is then 
put away in a place where there is no 
dust, where it is to remain until it is so 
sticky that when touched with the finger 
the glass, if a small plate, may be lifted 
by the adhesion. The picture to be trans­ 
ferred must lx- soak« *d in rainwater until 
it is completely saturated, then placed 
between sheets of blotting paper and 
g« *ntly pressed. 
This removes all su­ 
perfluous water. Now put the pictures, 
face down, ufxm th« * sticky side of the 
glass. 
The utmost care is necessary in 
placing it, as once it touch« *s it cannot 
lx* moved without danger of tearing out 
phx-es of the print. When it is adjusted, 
begin at one corner and press the picture 
closely upon tin* adhesive surface, watch­ 
ing it continually to see that no air bub­ 
bles appear between the picture and the 
varnished surface. When this is finished, 
put the picture away again, let it re­ 
main until quite « lry, then lay a wet 
towel over the back of the picture until 
the pap« *r is thoroughly soaked. 
Now begin at one corner, and, with 
the fingers, frequently dipped in water 
so that they w ill remain wet, rub off 
the w hite paper. Continue this until all 
the white portion is removed. This w ill 
leave only the color of the pictur« * upon 
the glass. 
At the finish giv« * the back a 
rather h« *avy coat of transparent var­ 
nish. 
Let it dry thoroughly and add a 
very thin H»*«*ond coat. When this is per­

Slog canyon, Sierra county, has al­ 
ways been famous for the number and 
size of its golden uugget.s. 
The canyon 
heads among the huge skyward tower­ 
ing mountains that rise on the south 
side of the North Yuba, into wiiich riv­ 
er it empties its waters just before the 
lower end of the famous old mining 
town of Downieville. 
In 1852 a son of 
Erin named Mike Marouey had a placer 
claim on this canyon of nests of golden 
eggs, which in his opinion was nothing 
leas than the secret storehouse of the 
‘Goblins of the Gulden Mountains, ” 
M ike’s claim was not in the pre.sent 
or modern channel of the canyon, but 
upon a bench above it, where was a 
channel that had been formed by the 
stream in ancient times.

All things have an end, how’ever, and 
when Mike’s “ lasht blai-ht” shattered 
the huge slab, constirufing the sole rem­ 
nant of the oiico enormous bowdder, he 
went to the base of the mass and began 
working under it with his pick. 
On a 
sudden the big block began to toppla 
over,
